SAYS HE WAS WITNESS, 
BUT NOT CONSPIRATOR 


His Removal by Postmaster 
Baumhoff Makes Public 
Further Details of Recent 
Testimony. 


Samuel Kober, one of the St. Lou's post- 
office clerks suspended by Postmaster 
Baumhoff, will ask the United States Postal 
Clerks’ Association to support him in an 
effort to secure a thorough investigation 
of the causes leading up to his removal. 

With the association's aid he will go be- 
fore the United States grandjury in May 
and state what he says he knows about 
changes in the ‘payrolls of the St. Louis 
postoffice. 

Mr. Kober wrote to F. L. Rogers of Chi- 
cago, president of the Postal Clerks’ Asso- 
clation, Wednesday, explaining the situa- 
tion. Mr. Kober is a director of the asso- 
ciation and is secretary of the St. Louls 
Postoffice Clerks’ Mutual Aid Association. 

The purpose of the Postal Clerks’ Asso- 
ciation is to ald members in every le- 
gitimate manner possi>ie and promote their 
interests in the service. 

“J do not understand why I have been 
suspended, said Mr. Kober Wednesday 
morning, “unless it be because I gave 
evidence against the pdstmaster before 
the postoffice inspectors and before Mr. 
Foulke, the presona! representatives of the 


President. 

“No were preferred against me, 
but I understand my removel was ‘for the 
good of the service,” and that I am under- 
stood to be in a conspiracy. 

Had No Part in 
Original Charges. 

“T was not in a conspiracy and had noth- 
ing to do with the filing of charges against 
Mr. Baumhoff. I do not even 
three men who made the charges. I was 
called before the inspectors when they 
were here and I told what I knew.” 

One of the original charges against Mr. 
Waumhof was that the Postoffice payrolls 
had been “doctored.”’ 

The department at Washington has since 
exonerated Mr. Baumhoff of this charge. 

“It was regarding the payrolls that I gave | 
evidence before the postoffice inspectors,” 
gaid Mr. Kober. “Other clerks in the of- 
fice knew that I had positive information, 
and I was summoned. 

“What I told was that one month, 
think it was October, 1899, after I had 
signed for my salary, which appeared lon 
the payroll as $500 a year, the roll was 
changed so that it appeared $600. As a re- 
sult the roll showed that I was paid at the 
rate of $600, whereas I got paid only at the 
rate of $600.

Only Prompt Use of Serum 

Will Prevent Death From 
Slight Wound. 


That needles are dangerous articles is a 
fact which not everyone knows or appreci- 
ates, and the unexplained convulsive 
death from lockjaw, many a crawling 
child might have be8n prevented if proper 
precautions had been taken. 

The danger is not so much in the sharp 
point as in the rust with which the needle 
s00n becomes covered if out of use. The 
accompanying pictures show the rusty 
needle, the germ which inhabits the rust, 
and an unrusted needle. 

There is no germ more deadly or more 
widely distributed than that of tetanus, or 
lockjaw, as it is commonly called, which 
is found in rust. Scarcely a spoonful of 
earth can be picked up which does not con- 
tain these organisms in great numbers. 
The eweep!ngs of a carpet contain many 
millions of them. A slight scratch on the 
hand is a sufficient port of entry into the 
human body for enough to kill a regiment. 
Once in the body they resist most anti- 
septics. The germ will resist the action 
of a solution of carbolic acid, which is 
strong enough to kill any other micro- 
organism, while a one to one-thousand solu- 
tion of corrosive sublimate kills them only 
after several hours. 


Poison in Germ 

Attacks the Nerves. 

The deadly nature of this germ Hes in 
the poison which it produces, This po'son 
attacks the nerves and causes a contrac- 
tion and spasmodic action of all the mus- 
cles in the body, especially those of the 
jaws, which gave tetanus its name of lock- 
aw. 

The. germ, shown in the middle picture, 


is so small that 1,750.00 of them could find 
a resting place on the head of a pin. 
Smallest cavity in the rust on a needle or 
a nail is large enough to 
of them. ‘They do not grow in the rust, 
but exist much as the chrvsalis of the but- 
terfiy, so that when they come into a fa- 
vorahle location they are ready to infect 
the blood and ultimately cause death. 


Most Potent Poison 

Known to Science. 

The poison which they produce is the 
most potent enemy of life known to sci- 
ence. Two-thousandths of a grain will kill 
a 150-pound man, while it would take 200 
times as much of the venom of the cobra 
to cause death. They are a thousand 
times more deadly than strychnine and 
the wound from the finest cambric needle 
that had been dipped in this toxin would 
kill a strong man. 

In speaking of tetanus Dr. R. B. H. 


Gradwohl, professor of bacteriology at the 
Marion-Bims Medical College, said: 

“There is no other disease more apt to 
resuit fatally than tetanus and the phy- 
siclans of the railway companies now in- 
Sist that proper treatment be given every 
wound caused by rusty nails or other 
wounds initio which dirt has entered. The 
treatment given is not only the local ap- 
ication of antiseptics, but a serm is 
njected into the blood as a preventive, 

“This terum has proved of no use if 
given afier the disease has resched an 
acute stage, but if given before the germs 
can generate their poison, it is a perfect 
prevermative. One could inject ten icimes a 
fatal dose of the toxin mixed with enough 
serum to counteract it and there would be 
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no effect bevond a slight fever of a few 
"ours nig omg 

“People are t apt to neglect slight 
wounds from dirty or rusty seusese with 
the result that thousands die from lockjaw 
every year, when a timely injection of the 
antitoxin serum would save 9 per cent of 
them. 

“Phe tetanus antitoxin ts the most per- 
fect of all serums and is historically the 
most important, as it was through this 
that the serumis for diphtheria and other 
diseases were discovered. The antitoxin or 
serum is developed !n the blood of horses 
by inoculating them with attenuated toxin. 
This causes a slight fever. After the fever 
subsides another dose, larger than the first. 
is given. In the end the animal will stand 
a dose 500 times that originally given. The 
serum then taken from ‘the blood, mixed 
with certain salts, and it is ready to be 
injected into the bodies of those thought 
to be infected with the disease. But it 
must be given early or it is of no use.’”’

Whiteside, and it is not fa.al. for it is 
capable of correction. There is no reason 
why Mr. Whiteside, even at this late day, 
should not learn to prenounce . biood 
“blood,” Instead of ‘‘be-lud-ah.”’

BUFFALO, March 2.—‘‘We are much 
nearer the solution of the Burdick murder 
mystery now than we were befare Mrs. 
Burdick told her story. 

“The testimony given by Mrs. Burdick 
is satisfatcory. The letters written by Mr. 
and Mrs. Burdick and Arthur Pennell, 
brought out many new facts.”’ 

The above statement was made by Dis- 
trict Attorney Coatsworth today. 

Superintendent of Police Bull, Chief of 
Detectives Cusack, District Attorney 
Coatsworth and Ex-Judge Murphy held a 
long conference this morning. At its con- 
clusion Bupt. Bull said: 

“I will repeat what I have said from the 
start, and that Is that I believe a woman 
killed Burdick.”’ 

Chief of Detectives Cusack said: 

“I hold my own opinion as to the mur- 
derer. It is true that Pennell has been 
dragged in the mire and dirt. Pennell’s 
name has been brought into this case in 
many suspicious circumstances, but he is 
dead and cannot protect his name and 
honor. I do not say that Pennell was not 
the murderer. I believe we will have the 
right man or woman locked up before the 
inquest is over.’’ 

What Mrs. Burdick has told on the stand 
is expected by District-Attorney ¢€¥dats- 
worth to ald him greatly in a second in- 
quisition of Mrs. Hull. That reticent wom- 
an will he cailed to the stand and will be 
subjected to a merciless cross-examination. 
The authorities are convinced that she can 
tell more than she has done, and they will 
have enough information in hand to entrap 
her in case she attempts to evade answer- 
ing any important questions. 

The inquest will be resumed tomorrow. 
Today will be devoted to conferences among 
the officials who are probing the mystery. 

Mrs. Burdick’'s manner on the witness 
stand caused those who know her best to 
marvel. They had said she would collapse 
when her relations with Pennell were 
touched upon by the examining lawyer.

astonishment at her revelations, Mrs. ‘Bur- 
dick related with indifference the story of 
her intimacy with Pennell, of her disregard 
of her children’s future, her broken prom- 
ises to her husband, and Mr. Burdick’s 
magnimonious inducements to her to return 
after all her infidelities, to become a true 
wife to him and a loving mother to his 
three children.

The preamble to Alderman Ruxton’s 
measure is as follows: 

ereas, It has become and is the cus- 
tom of owners, agents and managers of 
apartment houses, flats and tenements to 
discriminate against and refuse to let or 
rent to parties or families in which there 
are children or infants, thereby discour- 
aging and militating against what would 
be the natural and probable increase to 
the population of Chicago, contrary to the 
injunction imposed upon our first parents 
upon their expulsion from the Gardén of 
Eden to multiply and replenish the earth, 
against the policy and purpose of our na- 
tional administration."’ 

The ordinance was referred to the coun- 
cil judiciary committee.

English Government's Bill, 
Designed to Solve Tenant 
Question, Introduced in 
the House of Commons. 


ADVANCES TO BE IN 
CASH AND NOT STOCK 


Tenants in Congested Dis- 
tricts May Have $2500 
Each and Those Elsewhere 
$5000 Each, at Small 
Interest. 


LONDON, March 2.—The Irish secretary, 
Mr. Wyndham, introduced the govern- 
ment’s long anticipated Irish land bill in 
the House of Commons today. 

It proposes a free grant of $60,000,000 for 
the purposes of the Dill. 

The keen interest felt in this new legisla- 
tion, which, it is hoped, will promote peace 
and contentment in Ireland, was evidenced 
by the crowded house. 

The peers’ gallery and the distinguished 
strangers’ gallery were filled, and there has 
been no such gathering of members of Par- 
Hament since the opening of the session. 

Michael Davitt. the father of the Land 
League, celebrated his fifty-seventh birth- 
day by entering the House for the first 
time since he ceased to be a member, in 
order to hear the chief secretary for Ire- 
land unfold his plans. 


Wyndham Cheered 
When He Read Bill. 

Mr. Wyndham, who was heartily cheered 
when he rose to speak, announced at the 
Outset thet the government thought cash 
aid was necessary for the fulfillment of the 
Proposed scheme, but it attached greater 
importance to the credit operation than to 
the cash operation. 

He then unfolded the scheme, which pro- 
vides for advances of money for the pur 
chase of land by the tenants. 

The advances will be in the shape of 
cash, and not of stock, but, in order to en- 
able the cash to be raised, a new stock is 
to be floated. 

The bill provides that tenants shal! pay 
% per cent interest on loans from the gov- 
ernment, that untenanted farms and graz- 
ing lands will be sold to neighboring ten- 
ants and that three commissioners wil] su- 
pervise the sales. 


From $2500 to 
$5000 for Tenants. 

The advance to tenants through the pro- 
visions of the bill are limited to $2500 in 
the congested districts and $5000 elsewhere. 

The bill will become effective Nov. 1. 

Mr. Wyndham said $750,000,000 could safe- 
ly be advanced on Irish land, but he 
thought the scheme would not involve $50,- 
000,000. 

He explained that while the maximum 
charge on the English treasury would not 
exceed $1,975.000 In a single year, the re- 
duction in the cost of the adm!nistration 
of Ireland would amount to $1,250,000 an- 
nually 

The stock to be issued will be called 
“Guaranteed 2% per cent stock,”’ and will 
be urfredeemable for 30 years. 

Mr. Wyndham doubted if $500,000,000 of the 
stock would be needed. It will be issued at 
the rate of $25.000.000 yearly for the firs: 
three ene and afterwards possibly in

The study of the strange case of Alfred Knapp, the murderer, 
by Rev. C. F. Goss, published in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, is 
a most interesting revelation of human weakness. 

This man, who has committed at least five murders of the 
most atrocious character, is not insane. He is not even un- 
Yalanced. His sense of right and wrong is as clear as that of 
the models of rectitude. He is a victim of inclination. He never 
tried to resist an inclination to do what seemed pleasant to do. 
He denies his strength and affirms his weakness, his philosophy 
being that he has nothing to do but follow his own impu’!ses. 

Mr. Goss’ conclusion that the “criminal propensity is the out- 
growth of a lack of moral discipline” is interesting, especially 
with reference to the question of moral education. Whatever 
hidden sources of evil may lurk in the man’s nature, it is cer- 
tain that, had his moral nature been properly trained, he might 
have extinguished the seeds of vice which flourish abundantly in 
uncultivated soil. 

It is an impressive lesson to parents. A boy who is not taught

THE IGNORING OF MR. FOLK. | 

The Post-Dispatch asked yesterday why Circuit Attorney 
Folk was not invited to the dinner given by Mayor Wells to 
President Francis. 

The question is not trivial or filppant. It does not touch per- 
sonal relations or social recognitions. It is a question of vital 
importance toncerning public policy in a municipal crisis. 

The dinner was not a private, but a public function. Mayor 
Wells thus designated it when, regardless of social relations, he 
invited public officers and the heads of business and political 
organizations. He specifically characterized the dinner as a 
public function when he told his guests that he had invited 
them as representatives of “all that is progressive and essential 
in the formation and maintenance of this city.” 

Coupled with the ignoring of Folk was the recognition of Fon- 
tana, whose admission to the House of Delegates and whose 
conduct there were public scandals. Several prominent citizens 
who have been besmirched by the boodle exposure were also 
recognized. 

Putting aside all consideration of Mr. Folk as a man, it must 
be admitted that as a public p utor he represents the ex- 
posure of corrupticr. and the proséctition of the bribers and bood- 
lers who have plundered St. Louis; he represents in St. Louis 
the public sentiment against boodling and municipal rascality; 
he represents outside of St. Louis the embodiment of the forces 
that make for municipal purity and honesty. 

There is no question of the mayor’s official probity and zeal 
for the public welfare, but when Ge, as mayor, deliberately and 
without explanation ignores Mr. Folk's title to recognition as rep- 
resentative of the aggressive forces working for the redemption of 
St. Louis, what interpretation will be put upon his action? 

Will not the outside world regard the discrediting of the prose- 
cutor who has successfully assaulted the strongholds of municl- 
pal corruption as proof of the charge that the leading men of 
St. Louis oppose the fight against corruption? 

Will not the officeholders who may be wiling to do their duty 
see in the discrediting of this faithful public officer a warning 
that the consequences of zealous fidelity to duty spell ostracism 
and political ruin? 

Will not the boodlers and bribers who are shivering in the 
shadow of the penitentiary find in the incident cause for gratu- 
lation and glee, and assurance that powerful influences are 
arrayed agtainst their prosecutors? 

The Post-Dispatch supported Mayor Wells and finds much to 
commend in his administration. For this reason it is tender of 
his reputation and asks him to consider the consequences of his 
appearing to frown upon the prosecution of corruptionists, or to 
yield to influences inimical to the public welfare. In this crisis 
in the progress of St. Louis all men of strength and standing 
must place themselves squarely on the side of law enforcement, 
honesty and efficiency in our municipal government.

Broker’s Action Lost 
for Him.

NEW YORK, March 2%.—Theodore H. 
Price, bull leader in the big cotton move- 
ment fn the early winter, and recently an 
aggressive bear, is said to have brought 
suit for $1,500,000 against a brokerage firm. 

Neither Mr. Price nor the members of 
the firm will say whether or not the story 


ls true. 
Many cotton exchange brokers declared 


today that they had heard the report, and 
thought it quite likely that some litigation 
would grow out of the matter if i hed not 


already beer’ begun. 

“It is current gossip here,” said a lead- 
ing member, “‘that Mr. Price has demand- 
e4 a settlement from a firm of brokers ag- 
gregating $1,500,000. Mr. Price figured that 
there would be a big shortage in’ January 
cotton and believed he could corner the 
market and squeeze the shorts. 

“About the middle of November, as the 
story goes, Mr. Price’s brokers became ner- 
yous over the big amount of cotton they 


were carrying for Mr. Price's account, and 
s01d 300,000 bales in the market. It is said 
that Mr. Price declared that this cotton 
Was sold without his. knowledge or con- 
sent, 

“When January arrived Mr. Price found 
that instead of having the market cor- 
nered, as he supposed, he had only 300,000 
bales of cotton, and that the shorts, whom 
he intended to squeeze, had covered 
through eales made for his account. 

Mr. Price’s position, it afterwards 
had been correct. He believes that 
could have demanded 15 cents a pound. 

‘Tf the contracts for the short interest 
of 435,000 bales had been settled at 10 cents, 
this would have given Mr. Price a profit of 
2 cents a pound, on 217,500,000 pounds, mak- 
ing a total profit of $4,350,000. 

“As a matter of fact, however, after the 
brokers had sold the 300,000 bales of cot- 
ton, Mr. Price himself liquidate&the other 
300,000 bales, as he say no charge of cor- 
pering the market with 300,000 contract sales 
outstanding against him. 

“How he arrives at his ciaim for $1,- 
500,000 members of the cotton exchange 
have not been exactly able to figure out.”’ 

All of this. shed some interesting light 
On speculation in cotton futures. t will 
be observed that while the actual supply 
of cotton during January was never more 
than 16.000 bales, the brokers or the cot- 
ton exchange had sold Mr. Price 600.000 
bales, or 435,000 bales more than actually 
existed. 

Both Mr. Price and the firm of brokers 
were iven an opportunity to affirm or 
deny the story of the suit, but they de- 
clined to make any statement.
